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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
applicant argument that the prior art reference does not read on core network because the core network is described in the applicant's 
specification as "providing the highest level of aggregation in a service network as well as authenication, call control or switching, charging, 
service involcation, and gateways" . Applicant goes on to argue that because the prior art reference core network most likely can aggregate 
calls from that particualr operator's own customer for subsequent distributation ; therefore, the prior art does not teach the same concept. 
The applicant has failed to claim these details of the concept as claim limitations consequently the supposed difference are not relevant. 
Next the applicant argues that the the prior art reference teaches away from claim limitation of two core networks. Applicant's logic is 
flawed because the applicant has failed to provide a specific evidence which can be cited which teaches away from the concept of the 
concept of two core networks having the same functionality. The examiner has asserted that the combination of reference teach the 
concept of two core network having the same functionaliy. Clearly Widegren teaches: a core network and the secondary reference teaches: 
backup network for a primary network. Clearly the backup network would have the same functionality as the primary network. Next the 
applicant argues Hart has conceptual differences in the specification relative to STP protocol load sharing but fails to find a specific 
teaching which clearly states that combining the two concepts as being incompatible. Finally applicant argues Widegren and Hart are 
entirely inappositve because of the problem of load sharing. The examiner is not relying on the concept of loadsharing the examiner is 
relying on the concept of backup network. Consequently, applicant arguments unpersuasive and the case has been deemed not in 
condition for allowance. 
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
